Re it ever so humble—even a trailer—there’s no place like home 


in this wintry weather. 


And out at the Atlanta Veterans’ Trailer Park at the end of 
Grant St., 100 ex-Gls and their families are warm, coyzy and com- 


fortable. 

They may not have much reom 
nor many of the conveniences of 
that modern home or apartment 
they're all dreaming about. 

But, as many of them will tell 
you, “it beats what we had; it 
beats one room in somebody else's 
house with kitchen privileges.” 

True, the veterans and their 
families have -to share central 
bath, toilet and laundry facilities 
with each other, but when they’re 
at home after a hard day’s work 
they don’t have to worry about 
getting in a landlord’s way or hav- 
ing him get in theirs. They have 
privacy, even if it is sort of com- 
pact, 

The Constitution investigated 
yesterday to see how the vets and 
their families are faring in their 
little community in foul weather.

“We're quite comfortable,” 
smiled: Mrs. Dale Medsker, who 
has been living in a trailer for 
several months with her fire in- 
surance safety engineer husband, 
who served in the ETO with the 
Army. “This can’t be beat for tem- 
porary housing and we like it bet- 
ter all along. All of the families 
here seem to be nice people, and 
the trailer really has more conven- 
iences than many apartments.”

Thompson, Talmadge 
Radiating Optimism 


By JOHN COURIC 


The contest of political claims and counter-claims continued yes-| 


terday as Lt. Gov.-Eléct M. E. Thompson and Herman Talmadge 
jockeyed for the lead in Georgia’s gubernatorial derby. 


Both Thompson, who says the 
General Assembly should permit 
him to become the next Gover- 
nor because Gov.-Elect Eugene 
Talmadge is dead, and Herman 
Talmadge, who wants the Legisla- 
ture to elect him, radiated op- 
timism. 

Talmadge yesterday claimed 169 


solons have promised to vote for 


him and elect him Governor, 
more than enough to declare him 
Chief Executive. 

Thompson declared “more than 
half of the members of the House 
of Representatives and more than 
half ef the members of the Sen- 


ate have directly informed me 
they have committed themselves 
to vote to sustain the legal ,right 
of the Lieutenant Governor to 
succeed to the Governorship tn- 
til the General Election next 
gear.” 

The Lieutenant Governor-Elect 
contends the Legislature should 
declare the winning candidate is 
dead, thus permitting Gov. Arnall 
to continue as Governor because 
he would have no successor. Gov- 
Arnall has promised to resign and 
permit Thompson to succeed him. 

Earlier yesterday Talmadge is- 


sued a statement declaring: ““When 
I announced as a candidate for 
Governor, the opposition made a 
public statement it would not 
make a fight in the Legislature 
because the Lieutenant Governor- 


Elect was already Governor. After 


two days time, the «opposition 
changed its view and attempted 
to block my election by the Legis- 
lature. This is conclusive evidence 
the opposition recognizes the fact 


‘that the Constitution of Georgia 


requires that the Legislature elect 
a Governor from the two highest 
candidates in life when the Gover- 
nor-Elect died before assuming of- 
fice.” 

Thompson released statements 
from two Representatives who are 
supporting him, while last night 
a judge and a local attorney went 
on the air in support of Tal- 
madge’s candidacy. 

Rep. R. M. Nicholson, Oconee 
County, said he could not “con- 
scientiously” do otherwise than 
“vote to uphold the constitutional 


right of the Lieutenant Governor 
ito act as Chief Executive until 
the General Election is*held next 
year.” 

Nicholson said he was with- 
drawing his support of Talmadge 
after studying the State Constitu- 
tion, rather than because of per- 


‘sonal opposition to Talmadge.

The new Congress, which convenes to- 
day, is looked to with hope and skepticism 
by the public at large. 


The record of previous occasions when 
Congress has been controlled by men of 
different party affiliation-than the Presi- 
dent does not make for confidence. His- 
torically, there is reason to fear the next 
two years will result in bickering and 
stalemate. 

Yet the temper of the times and the 
Stature of those in both the executive and 
legislative branches seems to augur that 
common sense will prevail and progress 
be made. 

There will, inevitably, be _ political 
jockeying for positions by lea@ers of botit 
parties in the months ahead. Yet there 
is reason to hope that benefit, rather than 
disadvantage, will accrue to the public be- 
cause of it. 


Many important issues face the new 
Congress. There are far-reaching deci- 
sions to be made. in the fields of labor, 
finance and foreign relations. Whatever 


is done must be motivated solely by a de- 
sire for the over-all good. The public will 
be quick to spot actions laid for political 
gain. And certainly it will cause those 
responsible to answer for their actions on 
election day. . 

It will, in short, be good politics to 
look to the nation’s rather than the parties’ 
interests at the eightieth session. Presi- 
dent Truman, as head of the Democrats, 
and congressional leaders, as Republicans 
in the spotlight, must realize this. If they 
do not, if they set aut to embarrass and 
hamstring the other, the nation will fare 
badl¥> 

We are nearly out of the 
reconversion. 

With a co-ordinated leadership and an 
intelligent approach to governmental 
problems, we should enjoy an era of 
growth and prosperity unprecedented in 
our history. 

If, because of interparty rivalry and 
petty politics, we muff our opportunity, it 
will not be permanently pleasant or po- 
litically profitable for those responsible.

“The inexcusable avariciousness which 
organized labor is evidencing in the na- 
tionwide filing of lawsuits demanding 
portal-to-portal pay is unexpected ammu- 
nition for its enemies.

New Congress 
Should Keep Reforms 


WASHINGTON—One of the major concerns 
about the new Congress is that it will throw out 
the reforms while accepting the benefits of the 

La ollette-Monroney Reorganization Act, which was passed at the 
last session to modernize the antiquated congressional procedure 
of the past. 

Voices are already being raised in support of demands for re- 
turning to the old order. 

The Republicans, hungry for power after being out of control 
for 16 years, are looking longingly at the committee chairmanships 
they would have without the reorganization. 

The reforms are designed to streamline the old cumbersome 
machinery of Congress. For one thing, the number of legislative

committees would be drastically reduced. Individual members would 


be assigned more specific duties. - Greater provision is made for 
research in looking into the needs for governmental appropriations, 

Also provision is made in the reorganization for more intelli- 
gent congressional supervision of how Government departments 
spend appropriations. 

Closer checks are frovided on the many organized lobbies. that 
hound the footsteps of members of Congress. 

Likewise, better checks would be made on departments of Gov- 
ernment to see that laws passed by Congress are carried out as 
they were intended. 

These are the high points of the reforms that have been ordered 
in the Reorganization Act. There is danger of their being scrapped. 
The lure of returning to the old free and easy way of doing busi- 
ness is strong. 


: Rep. Joe Martin, of Massachusetts, who will 
Public Interest be the new Speaker of the House, says the 
Republicans will give the reforms a try. But whether his seeming 
good intentions can stand up against the power-hungry Republi- 
cans is another question. More committees and more committee 
chairmanships mean more patronage. The desire for this will put 
a heavy strain on the majority members. 

But the public has an interest in the situation that should prompt 
it to demand that the reforms be carried out. 

Rep. Dirksen, of Illinois, tells a story that well illustrates how 
sloppily Congress functioned under the old order. It concerns an 
appropriation of $142,000,000 asked by OPA Administrator Paul 
Porter as a deficiency at the last session. 

After conferences with the OPA head, the House Appropriations 
Subcommittee recommended to put the agency on a ninémonth 
basis and agreed on $106,000,000 for this purpose. A bill for that 
amount was voted by the House. 

When the bill went to the Senate for action the amount was 
arbitarily cut to $56,000,000, without any official of OPA being 
called before the Senate appropriations body: for questioning. 

“Then the bill went to conference between the two Houses for 
adjustment,’ Dirksen said. “Some wanted to give them the $106.- 
000,000. Others thought they should have only $25,000,000. At 
that point I reached up into thin air and pulled out a figure. I sug- 
gested to the chairman that we compromise on $75,000,000. And that 
is the figure that went up to the White House in the bilk,” 

Dirksen confessed that such methods do not constitute intelli- 
gent appropriating. Too much of that sort of thing has gone on in 


the past.

The reforms are worth while and should be. retained.

They were obtained largely because they were linked with 
certain benefits in the way of increased pay and pensions for Con- 
gressmen, which were incorporated in the bill. Congressional sal- 
aries were boosted from $10,000 to $12,500, and members were given 
an additional $2,500 a year as a tax-free expense fund. It all 
amounted to a salary hike of 50 percent. 

In any attempt to throw out the Reorganization Act the proof 
of Congress’ good intentions will le in whether it keeps the bene- 
fits while rejecting the reforms. If it does that the country may 
be expected to put up a howl. 

The country approved the salary increase at the time, 
doing so it asked for more efficient service from Congress.

VILLARD and Gerard make it 
clear that if such an organization 
was formed to include the League, 
they would have refused to have 
anything to do with the new ac- 
tivity. Rollins says, “I was to be 
made chief investigator for the 
united organizations and groups, 
responsible only to a committee 
of the whole, the Board.” 

“The Board,” he wrote, “would 
now be selected. I was told noth- 
ing more, the financial setup re- 
mained unexplained.” 

Now Rollins’ activity becomes 
political. He says he spied on the 
New York Republican State Head- 
quarters in the 1936 campaign. As 
a result of his reports, the Demo- 
crats made “political hay of a tie 
| between a committee head of the 
‘Republican State organization and 
the Bund,” through newspaper 
stories. 


ROLLINS writes that in 1939 
he pleaded with the Board for 
“more dynamic action.” He saw a 
need for “more money and 
| power.” 

“In March,” he says, “the Ant? 
Nazi League appointed me its Na- 
tional Director of Investigation. 
The Department was my responsi- 
bility, to run exactly as I thought 
best.”’ 

Rollins says he felt that the 
Communists were barkers and the 
Nazis biters, an opinion that has 
caused much disagreement.

ANOTHER ILLU STRATION 
might be that of the farmer who 
decided to follow “conservation 
farming. His first objective is to 
conserve the soil on his farm, to 
hold it where it is. Thus he would 
very naturally protect his trees, 
cover up the steepest hillsides in 
kudzu, the next steepest hills in 
serecea, the gemler slopes with 
small grain and annual lespedeza 
rotation, and plant his row crops 
on the level lands only. He would 
terrace such lands as needed ter- 
racing and would protect the out 
lets into the ditches and roadways 
in some practicable manner. 
When he had accomphshed these 
steps, the details would be easily 
decided upon.

In this case, he would 
naturally select land which is not 
too steep (knowing that his cotton 
land will be uncovered from 
March to November and that 85 
percent of our rains fall during 
this period, and that the steeper 
the land the more it will wash, 
and that cotton stalks will not 
hold the soil in place). He would 
select the best possible’ seed, 
would treat the seed before plant- 
ing, would fertilize and poison vig- 
orously and would cultivate his 
land lightly and often, and follow 
such other practices as good cotton 
farmers usually adopt, including 
the rebuilding of the cotton land 
with some Winter legume, or with 
mulch. 


WHAT WE ARE trying to say 
here is that the first of the year 
is a splendid time to look into the 
question of whether or not we 
have followed our plan. And if 
not, to get back to our plan, and 
if we do not have a plan, to make 
up our minds to adopt one. One 
of the best aids in doing this is 
the keeping of records. 


THE EXTENSION SERVICE 
makes available to farmers a very 
excellent general farm account 
book. If we will devote as much 
as five minutes per day to récord- 
ing certain pertinent facts, such 
as income, labor, distribution, ex- 
penses, etc., we will know where 
we stand at the end of the year. 
The main thing is to adopt a plan, 
and now’s the time to do it.

Georgia tax revenue, boosted by 
soaring returns from motor fuel, 
liquor, cigarettes and other 
sources, showed a $9,473,083 in- 
crease during the last six months 
compared with the same period of 
1945, the Revenue Department an- 
nounced yesterday. 

Total collections for the six 
months were $41,290,135, com- 
pared with $31,817,052 for the last 
half of 1945. Should the returns 
for the last half of the fiscal year 
ending next June 30 be the same 
as for the first half, the total 


lwould be more than $82,500,000— 


some $4,000,000 above budget es- 
timates of $78,375,000. 

Total receipts for December, 
however, showed a $1,550,023 in- 
crease over the same month of last 
year, indicating that the returns 
for the last half of the fiscal year 
might be greater than the first 
half. 

December totals were $8,997,592 
against $7,447,567 for a year ago. 

A big item in the nearly $9,500,- 
000 six-month gain was a $4, 000.- 
000 jump in motor fuel and kero- 
sene tax returns—from about $16,- 
770,000 in 1945 to some $20,770,000 
this year.
